The  illustration  on  pages  18  and  19  we  believe  is  as 
true  a  colored  reproduction  of  a  flower  as  is  possible  to 
obtain. 

This  wonderful  flower  which  had  been  lost  sight  of  in 
England  since  Victorian  days  will  rightly  take  its  place 
in  flowerdom,  possessing  all  the  qualities  that  make  it 
desirable  for  cutting. 

It  is  destined  to  become  one  of  the  outstanding  cut 
flowers  in  the  country. 

This  flower  which  blooms  from  a  bulb  cannot  be 
increased  from  such,  as  it  throws  no  ofsets  and  you  have 
to  depend  on  seed  for  its  propagation,  and  this  is  a 
rather  slow  process  taking  three  years.  In  California- and 
other  sections  where  the  climate  is  mild  it  can  be  done 
in  less. 

This  wonder  flower  from  Chile  where  it  is  known  by 
the  Spanish  Name  of  Huilles  (Wee-lees)  and  is  sold  on 
the  markets  of  Valpariso  and  Santiago  has  since  its  re- 
introduction  by  Elliott  been  the  rage  of  the  European 
Markets. 

Its  cultivation  both  in  mild  climates  and  less  temperate 
ones  is  much  the  same  as  that  of  the  Freesias.  The 
stems  however  are  considerable  more  wiry  and  longer 
and  its  perfume  though  it  resembles  that  of  the  Freesias 
is  different.  It  is  one  of  the  best  cut  flowers  that  we  know 
of  and  will  doubtless  be  grown  by  the  millions  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  and  other  mild  climates. 

It  is  botanically  one  of  the  Broadias  and  those  who 
know  this  flower,  will  understand  how  easy  it  is  to  grow 
The  Glory  Of  The  Sun,  for  these  grow  wild  in  Southern 
California,  as  the  Huilles  grow  in  Chile,  and  the  less  you 
coddle  them  the  better  they  will  do.

$1.00.  The  supply  of  this  seed  is  limited  and  if  interested 
we  would  advise  you  to  order  early.  The  seed  can  be 
started  at  any  time,  but  preferably  in  the  early  spring.
